Hi, Rob, 

I was just re-reading the code and it says: 

No person shall stand in or upon any street, sidewalk or other public way open for pedestrian travel or otherwise occupy 
any portion thereof in such a manner as to annoy or molest any pedestrian thereon or so as to obstmct or unreasonably 
interfere with the free passage of pedestrians. (Amended by Ord. No. 137,269, Eff. 10/21/68.) 

Whether or not a defendant’s acts “in any manner hindered or obstructed the free-passage" of persons passing is clearly 
a question of fact for the jury. People v. Firestone, CR A 518. 


That makes it sound like you could be legally sitting or standing or even 
sleeping on a part of the public sidewalk during the day (so I’m not talking 
about Jones settlement hours) as long as you don’t interfere with other 
people. I always thought it was no sitting or standing at all. (And I know you 
can’t block entrances.) 


I’m doing (maybe) an editorial on the Venice Beach BID that some people are 
trying to form. Legally, do BID private security personnel have the right to 
make a person move along off a public sidewalk? Isn’t it only a police officer, 
enforcing 41.18, who can do make a person obey the ordinance?
